The bitter cold extends 
west to the lakes. 
The ice-covered streets has demor­ 
alized traffic conditions, which are the 
worst in thirty years. 
The poor are 
appealing to five municipal authorities 
for relief. 
A score have taken shelter 
in stations where warmth is provided 
and coffee 
dispensed.
